S.O. 1977(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 27 of the Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 
1952 (74 of 1952), the Central Government hereby exempts all 
forward contracts of one day duration for the sale and 
purchase of commodities traded on the National Agriculture 
Produce Marketing Company of India Ltd. (National APMC), 
registered office at 1,4th Floor, H.K. House, Ashram' Road, 
Ahmedabad-3 80009 from operation of the provisions of the 
said Act subject to the following conditions, namely :— 

(i) no short sale by members of the Exchange shall be 
allowed; 

(ii) all outstanding positions of the trade at the end of 
the day shall result in delivery; 

(Hi) the National Agriculture Produce Marketing 
Company of India Ltd, (National APMC), shall 
organize spot trading subject to regulation by the 
authorities regulating spot trade in the areas where 
such trading takes place; 

(iv) all information or returns relating to the trade as and 
when asked for shall be provided to the Central 
Government or its designated agency; 

(v) the Central Government reserves the right to impose 
additional conditions from time to time as it may deem 
necessary; and 

(vi) in case of exigencies, the exemption will be withdrawn 
without assigning any reason in public interest.
